Seek Solution of 
Sewage Problem 


Seventy-five men, representing a 


dozen communities in county sani- 
tation district Mo. 7, met in the city 
hall at Alhambra Friday night and 
outlined plans for a campaign to put 
the district into the 
Metropolitan 


sewer system, a proposition which 
failed to carry at a special election 
which was held January 20. It is 
generally conceded that the under- 
taking, which carried a bond issue 
of $4,400,000 to finance it, failed be- 
cause of the indifference of the peo- 
ple rather than organized opposi- 
tion. Less than twenty per cent of 
the voters went to the polls. To 
overcome this handicap it is tenta- 
tively planned to hold the next 
election at the same time the pri- 
maries are held in August, when it 
will be possible to get out a much 
greater percentage of the vote.

Protest Closing 


of Canyon While 


Building Dam 


The directors of the Angelus For- 


est Protective association have un- 
animously gone on record as opposed 
to the closing of the San Gabriel 
canyon to the public for a period of 
eight or ten years, during the build- 
ing of the large dam at the Forks. 


This action was taken at the Feb- 


ruary meeting of the directors held 
nn Tuesday of this week, following 
a rumor that Engineer Reagan of 
the county flood control department; 
was arranging for the immediate 
closing of the canyon. George Cecil, 
federal supervisor of the Southern 
California reserves, who was pres- 
ent at the meeting, stated that there 
was no desire on thci part of the 
federal government to close the can- 
yon during the construction of the 
dam, 
in fact he had already made 


arrangements with the county board 
of supervisors, upon hearing of the 
probability of the closing of the 
canyon, for the transportation of 
his men at all times for fire fight- 
ing and other purposes. 


"The 
closing of the canyon, 


said Mr. Cecil, "is entirely in the 
hands of the board of supervisors." 


The closing of the San Gabriel 


canyon during the construction of 
the dam would constitute a loss of 
thousands of dollars to this section 
of Los Angeles county, and would 
retard growth of the foothill cities 
of Azusa and Glendora during that 
period. 


It will take probably ten years to

Chronology Being 
Written of Covina 
Valley Pioneers 


Mrs. Pardon Head has been busy 


recently gathering statistics for the 
national chapter of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution regard- 
ing th& pioneers of San Gabriel val- 
ley. 
This record will be filed for 


reference at Washington, D. C. The 
following chronology will be of in- 
terest to residents of the valley: 


Mrs. Louise L. Hutchinson -was 


born in Southern California, her fa- 
ther, Nelson 
Williamson, having 


been sent out in 1851 by the govern- 
ment to build Fort Tejon. Mr. Wil- 
liamson came to the San Gabriel 
valley in 1862-63, when there wore 
but five families in the valley, leas- 
ing and subleasing land from the 
Dalton estate, which was a grant 
from Governor Alvarado extending 
from the San Gabriel Canyon to the 
San Jose hills. In this connection 
it is interesting to note that Mr. 
Dalton started a large coffee planta- 
tion, bringing in a Mexican by the 
name of Badillo as foreman. Mr. 
Hollenbeck bought the coffee planta- 
tion, which, proving unsuccessful, 
was dug up nnd the land planted to 
vineyards. 


Charles T. Blanchard came to Cal- 


ifornia in 1851, settling ~in Covina 
in 1898. He married the eldest 
daughter 
of Daniel Houser, who 


crossed the plains with her parents 
in 1862. 


Daniel Houser and his wife rca'ch- 


ed California in 1862. Five of the 
large family of ten children came 
across the plains with their parents, 
and five were born in northern Cali- 
fornia. 
Mr. Houser settled on a 


ranch at the corner of Citrus and 
Cypress avenues in 1885. He was a 
pioneer in the Brethren church and 
left his home ranch to the church 
to be used for missions. Seven sons 
and daughters still reside in the San 
Gabriel^valley. 


Edgar R. Coffman became a resi- 


dent of northern California in 1861, 
Mrs. Coffman's people crossing the 
plains with an ox team in '53. Mr. 
and Mrs. Coffman settled in Covina 
in 1876. 


G. W. Lee planted his feet oil the 


Pacific coast as early as 1858, finally 
settling in Covina in 1877. Mrs. Lee 
followed in 1863, and was one of the 
early graduates of Santa Clara col- 
lege. 


Daniel Reichard reached Califor- 


nia in 1868, settled in San Gabriel 
in 1874, and bought a ranch near 
Covina in 1876. Mrs. Reichard ac- 
companied her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Virgin, around the Horn in 1872. 


J. R. Elliott accompanied, his un- 


cles, J. L. and William Daughorty, 
from Texas when a small boy, set- 
tling with the family at El Monte. 
He came to Covina in 1868. 


T. F. Griswold left Wisconsin, 


coming direct to Covina, where he 
settled oji his ^ome placejit Citrus

• William Richard Bowland is dead. 


The present 
is considered the 


halcyon days of Los Angeles, but 
there are a few remaining contem- 
poraries of "Billy" Bowland who 
know that, despite the great wealth 
now here, the immense profits being 
made, the myriad potent factors for 
^culture and ease, the real golden 
days were in the olden times, the 
era when "Billy" Bowland gallant- 
ly made his conquering campaign 
with fortune-and progress. 


Mr. Eowland was born at Puente 


in 1846, the son of Don John and 
Dona Incarnaeion Marinez Bowland. 


On July 12, 1871, he married Dona 


Manuela, daughter of Don Isaac 
Williams of El Eancho del Chino 
,and Dona Jesus Villaneuva de Wil- 
liams. 


SURVIVED BY WIDOW 


His widow, and two daughters, 


Mrs. C. T. Toland and Mrs. E. C. 
Moore and two grandchildren, Wil- 
liam Bowland Moore and Helen 
Moore, survive him. 


Mr. Epwland's kindliness, sincer- 


ity of 'character and manly qualities 
gained him the distinction, always 
a sure sign of general esteem and 
respect, of .being known throughout 
California as "Billy" Bowland. 


This familiarity of a diminutive 
was in no way due to lack of dig- 
nity, for while invariably affable 
and companionable, there was al- 
ways about him that dignity and 
poise that comes from ancestors of 
distinction. 


In 1871 he was elected sheriff, 


the times theu making that a most 
-difficult and hazardous office. 


_He faced the perils of his position 


•with the calm courage of a grandee, 
and startled the whole state one 
day by capturing the most noted 
landit of that era, Tiburcio Vas- 
quez, who had long ravaged the en- 
tire southern part of the state. 


SEEKS AND FINDS OIL 


Mr. Bowland was among the first, 


if not the first, to seek oil and find 
It. 
' In 1885, with Burdette Chandler, 
he began boring on his estate of 
the Puente ranch and after several 
fruitless efforts, found oil, formed 
the Puento Oil company, probably 
the first successful Southern Cali- 
fornia corporation in that business. 


• Of polished manners, not voluble 
but a delightful comrade, "Billy" 
Bowland was a loved contemporary 
of Tom Rowan, "Wally" Estudillo, 
li. R. Bose, J. de Barth Shorb, and 
the other mighty men of his era.

College Problems 


The small college finds it hard to remain small nowa- 


days. With the overwhelming of the state universities by 
the onrush of students during the past five years, the attrac- 
tions of the small'institution have been brought into bolder 
relief. 
The result is that many of the old-line colleges have 


been forced in self-defense to limit their enrollments. Other- 
wise they would soon be swamped by the applications for 
admission. 


But the mere fixing of a maximum size for the fresh- 


man class, or for the undergraduate body, does not solve 
any of the larger problems of educational progress. Har- 
vard imposed a limit two years ago, but not with an expec- 
tation that it would be permanently maintained; it will 
doubtless be lifted whenever that action seems possible and 
advisable. 
Limitation of numbers may be justified as a 


makeshift but not as an ideal. It means, for any institu- 
tion that adopts it permanently, a slow but sure recession 
of influence upon educational life of the country as a whole. 
Everything else will keep on growing, and hence the con- 
stituency of the institution will become relatively smaller 
as the years go by. 
This is a fact which ought not to be 


disregarded when the future of any college is discussed. 


The number of young men and women who seek a col- 


lege education is growing. It is growing at a more rapid 
rate than the increase of population, and in all human

probability will continue to do so. If the existing univer- 
sities and colleges cannot, or Avill not, take care of this 
increase, there will have to be a considerable setting up 
of new institutions. But that is just what many educators, 
including experts of educational foundations, are anxious 
to KCO avoided. New institutions of collegiate grade usual- 
ly luTVe a hard time of it, during the first few decades of 
their 
existence—getting endowment, getting 
teachers, 


building up a library, and establishing .sound traditions. 
How often have wo been assured by educational investiga- 
tors that there are already too many weak institution's in 
most of the states, and that the cause of education would be 
better served by half the number if they were twice as 
strong! 


Pomona college seems to have hit upon a promising 


way of dealing with this general problem of reconciling 
limitation with growth—a plan of collegiate federalism. 
At first glance one might call it an adaption of the Oxford 
system, but the resemblance is on the surface only. What 
the Pomona plan actually embodies is an endeavor to apply, 
in collegiate organization, the principle of federalism com- 
bined with local autonomy which has become familiar to 
us in the governmental structure of the nation and also of 
the separate states. 
And with an aualagous end in view, 


namely, to gain the strength that comes from union, while 
conserving the values which are derived from a large meas- 
ure of local independence, initiative, and neighborhood 
rivalry.—Boston Transcript.

The recent pronouncement of President Coolidge con- 


cerning federal aid for highways has naturally caused wide- 
spread comment in the west,.where the matter is one of the 
first importance. 
AVhile the president's intimation that he 


regards governmental aid as a temporary expediency seems 
like a discouraging note to some, the general attitude of 
close highway observers is one of optimism and encourage- 
ment because of the emphasis he has placed on the value 
of primary highways. 
» 


The president's recommendation that the federal gov- 


ernment be concerned only with aiding in the construction 
of highways acknowledged to be of primary importance 
is in accord with the present policies of the California 
highway commission, and in accord with general policies 
which have been advocated for many years by the Auto- 
mobile club of Southern California. 


It would seem to be a sound policy that the nation 


should participate in the construction of highways which 
would be of national benefit; that the state of California 
should expend its state funds solely for main highways 
connecting with each other and with county highway's; 
and that a county should be chiefly interested in the con- 
struction of roads of general benefit to the whole county. 


Chairman Harvey M. Toy of the California highwa'y 


commission, who is also vice-president of the All AVestern 
Road association, expresses the opinion that the men who 
most seriously advocate federal ait will not criticize the 
president's position. Mr. Toy says that in California fed- 
eral aid is being used altogether on the great traffic arteries 
leading through the state and on important connections 
with other states. 


This is. only in a measure, true in other western states, 


but the general policy declared by the president may be 
expected to lead to a beneficial revision of some western 
highway programs.

the other hand there would be an acceleration of inter-

state highwaj' construction. This would mean the nation- 
alization of highways to a greater extent than now. 


Far from being a discouraging note, the president's 


message seems to point the way more clearly for the west- 
ern states to act aggressively on behalf of a continuance 
of federal aid. AVith the facts generally known, it will 
be recognized both in the east and in the west that federal 
aid in building highways is profitable to all the people. 
It 


is therefore highly desirable that national executives and 
others understand all that is involved, and the western 
states may properly become active in making these facts 
known. 
, 


In support of a continuance of federal aid on the 


present basis, or even larger, it could well be pointed out 
to AVashington that roads which make accessible national 
parks and forests should be designated as primary in na- 
tional importance, whether or not they form parts of inter- 
state or transcontinental highways. These great parks and 
forests, largely located in the west, are assets of all the 
people, and all the people should share in the responsibil- 
ity of developing them by means of highways to them. 
Interest in the national parks is rapidly increasing. Each 
year sees a big gain in the number of visitors. It is a situa- 
tion of national concern and one that should be treated on 
an equitable- basis through the medium of federal aid wisely 
applied.—Touring Topics.

Will H. Marsh, chief of the division 
of motor vehicles, at Sacramento, 
show that a total of 1,475,013 motor 
vehicles and trailers were registered 
in California during 1925. 


Marsh announced that this was a 


ict gain of 125,154, or 9.2 per cent, 
over 1924, when 1,350,759 vehicles 
verc registered.

of automobiles,"

states. 


Registrations were divided as fol- 


lows: Automobiles, 1,224,887; pneu- 
matic tired trucks, 172,280; solid 
tired trucks, 42,296; motorcycles, 10- 
997; trailers, 25,453.

torcycles. which have been dwin- 
dling steadily for several years. The 
gain in passenger cars approximated

Dam Being Built 


Inspection of the Thompson creek 


flood control dam operations by 
county officers and those interested 
citizens reveals the project to be go- 
ing ahead speedily.-One visitor tim- 
ed the wagons as they hauled dirt 
from one bankment and struck an 
average of one load every half- 
minute. 


That the, .job is, being done with 


surprising economy is indicated by 
an unconfirmed report that the con- 
struction of the cement core is cost- 
ing the county roughly $4 a cubic 
yard, whereas bids which had been 
submitted by private contractors 
lad specified $9 for the same work.

FOR FOREST PIRE OP 1924 


Covering the county's share of 


the expense of fighting the forest 
fire that burned over approximately 
50,000 acres of the Angelus national 
forest in the summer of 1924, Coun- 
ty Forester Turner recently received 
a check for $-08,024.18 from the fed- 
eral government. The check was 
made payable to the forestry depart- 
ment of the county. 


The fire of 1924 'was considered 


one of the most serious in the coun- 
ty's history, arid although it did not 
come within the jurisdiction of the 
county forester, the latter joined 
with the federal authorities in fight- 
ing the blaze in the general inter- 
ests of the forest reserve and the 
county's water supply. 


The fire burned over a period of 


several. weeks in July and August 
of 1924, and according to Turner, 
approximately $150,000 was spent by 
the county and government before 
the blaze was extinguished. 


Owing to the fact that the fire was 


in federal territory the county pres- 
ented a claim to the government 
for its share of the expense. The 
check received was iu full payment 
of the bill.

He reported that there had 
jeen 53 ears of culls sent to Corona 
by the by-product plant.

ceived over $61,000 for this cull 
fruit. This, of course, has not only 
>aid this amount to the grower, but 
ms saved the expense of hauling 
this class of fruit to the wash. This 
association owns one-seventeenth of 
he $250,000 by-product plant as 
veil. 


The association expense for the 


*'ear was much lower this last year, 
luc largely to the new grading and 
jacking belt which was installed, 
hereby reducing the number of 
graders required to put out the 
same amount of fruit. 


Mr. Harry Damerel, president of 


the association

plete report of the work of the di 
rectors for the year, which showed 
that considerable time and energy 
had been spent by the board. 


H. C. Foster gave a report of the 


San Dimas Fruit Exchange, stating 
that the returns for this year had 
been good, but were held down to 
a certain extent on account of the 
excessive amount of alternaria de- 
cay which developed in this district, 
this alternaria decay being caused 
by the cold weather which occurred 
in December, 1924. 


W. A. Johnstone gave a very nice 


outline of the work being done by 
the county farm bureau and^ stated 
that he would like to see every lem- 
on grower a member of that organ- 
ization. 


H. J. Ramsey, head of the field 


department of the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange, was called upon 
for a few remarks. He stated that 
the alternaria decay had shown up 
heavier in this district this year 
than in any other locality and com- 
plimented the association on the ef- 
forts and accomplishments made in 
segregating this fruit. He also stat- 
ed that this association had cooper- 
ated to the fullest extent with the 
sales department, living up to the 
lemon shippers' agreement. He said 
the present season would probably 
be one of the largest lemon years on 
record. 


Mr. Rounds, of the county horti- 


cultural department, gave a very 
interesting outline of citrus culture. 
He emphasized the following as the 
important factors in sizing up lem- 
ons: 
regularity of soil moisture, 


frost protection, application of pro- 
per fertilizers and keeping the trees 
free from pests and diseases. He 
stated that there \vere many experi- 
ments along these lines being carried 
on and stated ':hnt a great many 
things are being accomplished. 


Mr. Painter, assistant manager of 


the Fruit Growers' Supply company, 
presented the moving picture of the 
Susanville lumber and box opera- 
tion, showing the operation of the 
lumber business from the, tree to the 
finished product. He stated that the 
amount of available timber belong- 
ing to the Fruit Growers' Supply 
company is sufficient to carry on op- 
erations for 75 or 100 years, and by 
that time the land now being cut 
over would have sufficient timber 
large enough to rccut. He stated 
that if it were not for the Supply 
company having this timber, ship- 
pers would be paying almost double 
for box shook.

Covina Actor Tells 
of Experiences in 
Movie Production 


Mr. J. L. Matthews, 


Editor of Covina Argus. 


My Dear Mr. Matthews: 


There were so many thrills for me 


in the making of "Classified" that 
I could fill your paper—if you'd let 
me—with the story of that glorious 
seven weeks. I will try to pick out 
the highlights that might prove in- 
teresting. 


•Six weeks after I had taken a 


screen test for the part (which was 
five weeks and seven days after I 
had Riven up hope of getting it) a 
call came from the First National 
studio. One single sentence came to 
me over the wire, "When can you 
leave for New York?" 


Within an hour after I had hoard 


that, magic question I had inter- 
viewed Frank Egan, secured a con- 
tract to play Corinne Griffith's bro- 
ther in "Classified," and had be- 
gun to think of new clothes which 
would look all right on Fifth ave- 
nue. 


I couldn 't really believe I was on 


my way to New York until I lost 
sight of the orange groves. I think 
my state of coma lasted until I saw 
them again n month later. 


Chicago depressed me, but the 


scenes of Ohio country that I saw 
from 
the Pullman window were 


beautiful beyond my wildest dreams. 
And who could desire greater beau- 
ty than the Hudson river at 6 a.m.? 


To put it, bluntly, I think New 


York is the biggest hick town in the 
country. It has a corner on sticky 
heat and foreigners. Its redeeming 
feature is the theatrical productions 
it offers. 


Practically all of the exterior 


scenes of "Classified" were shot in 
New York. We had a dozen Irish 
cops on duty all of the time to keep 
the curious crowds from stampeding 
whenever a camera was set up. I 
think every kid in New York city 
played hookey while we were there. 
When we were working on 1000th 
street they gathered by the thou- 
sands. They crawled all over our 
cars, yelled at us continually and, 
by 2 a.m. they were throwing things. 
A mattress, hurled from a roof, 
barely missed Miss Griffith. 


My first scene was shot at 2 a.m., 


after I had been in Gotham for ten 
days. The director bawled me out 
on my first move and the rowdy 
crowd set up a hearty cheer. 


I must admit that my heart was 


beating like a trip hammer every 
time the camera crank was turned 
on me. The first time I saw myself 
on the screen I almost fainted. (I 
find this to be. a common reaction 
among beginners on the screen.) 


Coiinnc Griffith preserved the il- 


lusion that I have always had about 
her. She is a thoroughbred, a skilled 
actress, and a delightful person gen- 
erally. 


In fact, they are a great gang. 


A spirit of good fun has been pre- 
valent in each of the companies I 
have worked with. It is absolutely 
essential. The work is so nerve- 
wracking that an actor would soon 
go to pieces if he didn't try to get 
some fun out of it. But if any a'ctor 
is constantly conscious of the im- 
portance of these movement he will 
give what is called a "wooden" 
performance. 


Several days were spent on film- 


ing some scenes at a breakfast ta- 
ble. In the heat of the summer we 
worked in a little set with a cook- 
stove coing. I ate ten breakfasts 
and shaved as many times one day. 
My work with a radio ran on for 
two weeks. I tore it apart daily 
during that time—in long shots, me- 
dium shots, and closeups. I know 
less about the instrument than I did 
before. 


When the picture is "cut" these 


scenes seem flashy. The layman has 
no conception of the amount of la- 
bor and attention to detail that is 
given to a few hundred feet of film. 


My most recent picture was with 


Mrs. Wallace Reid. In filming a 
story of pioneer days I was compell- 
ed to ride a horse steadilv for days. 
In Covina I was taught to walk 
BEHIND the animal. After several 
days of that picture even that ex- 
ercise would have been discomfort- 
ing. 


The story called for a fight with 


the villain. We decided to do it- 
right. I would rather get my arm 
broken in the filming of a picture 
than suffer a broken heart by hear- 
ing a titter in the audience during 
the screening of the picture. This 
particular fight took over two hours 
to film. We came out of it, with 
some good bruises. On the screen it 
occupies a matter of seconds. 


•So it isn't all a bed of roses. It 


is mostly hard work. BUT—it is 
thrilling. 


The kindly interest that my Co- 


vina friends have shown in my em- 
bryonic period in the picture busi- 
ness is gratifviiig. I wish to thank 
them all.
